BRAZOS NAVIGATION. 


River Will Be Ready for Boats by Spring. 


Galveston, Texas, Oct 19.—Mr. 
Charles Bch oater of the govern­ 
ment engineers’ department has re­ 
turned from a trip to the Brazos 
river, where work is being prose­ 
cuted to open up that waterway to 
navigation. 
He stated that the 
government forces are now working 
between Richmond and Velasco, or 
the mouth of the Brazos, and mak­ 
ing good progress under existing 
conditions. 
This section is about 
IOO milds long and it is anticipated 
that it will be given a three-foot 
depth of channel within about six 
or seven months and that the 
Brazos canal will be opened to nav­ 
igation at the same time. 
The dredge Mansfield is now 
working its way westward in the 
canal and with the completion of 
this section navigation will be 
opened up from Galveston and 
Houston and other points in this 
vicinity to all points along the 
West bay and Brazos river as far 
as Old Washington and beyond. 
The upper section, between Richi 
mond and Old Washington, com­ 
prising 154 miles, is practically 
finished with the exception of the 
rock work at several of the shoals, 
and the government plant, consist­ 
ing of two steam pile drivers, a 
dredge boat and several auxiliary 
craft, is now operating below Rich­ 
mond. 
It is assured that navigation will 
have been established in time to 
move the spring crops next year 
and a movement is under way to 
put on a fleet of steamboats. 
It is 
said a company is being formed for 
that purpose and that stock will be 
taken by the citizens of several of 
the towns along the Brazos river. 


which are understood to be affect 
ed by the trade.

••Why do We %* lute lh*‘ ani c o e ff ask­ 
oi! Pliny nineteen cen fur ie* ago. 
We 
still ask tile question, aud one won­ 
ders lf Pliny could collect so many 
Ingenious replies as tin* ann of the 
tw entieth century furnish. 
In Paxton’s I IMT edition of “The 
Golden Legend**” In an account of a 
pestilent* in Koine in the time of G reg­ 
ory the Great, from which many died 
suddenly. 
“In this tnanere, sometyme 
sneak ing they deyed, so th at when any 
persons was beni snesylng, anone they 
that were by said to hym, God helpe 
you, or t ’ryst helpe, and yet endure!h 
the custom*.” As Pope Gregory reign 
ed In the sixth century Pliny’s query 
far antedates the explanation in “The 
Golden Legeudo.” 
In the Buddhist Scriptures, dating 
at least 250 B. C., It Is related that 
Buddha, when preaching one day to 
his disciples, sneezed, whereupon all 
exclaimed: “May the Blessed Ixml 
live! 
May the welcome one live!” thus 
seriously 
interrupting the discourse. 
Buddha said, “Tell me, when a person 
sneezes, lf the bystanders say, ‘May 
you live,* will lie live the longer or 
die the sooner for It?” 
“Certainly not, 
lord.” 
Bo he fo r b a d e them to say It. 
But the people took offense because the 
priests did not thus salute them, and 
Buddha revoked his command. 
The Talmudic tradition is that the 
custom dates from Jacob. 
Before his 
time man did not die of disease, but 
wheu bls appointed time was come he 
sneexed once and was dead. Jacob pe­ 
titioned for exemption from this law, 
and his prayer was granted on condi­ 
tion th at among all nations a sneeze 
should be hallowed by the words, “God 
bless you.” 
The Greeks traced the custom back 
to the myth of Prometheus, who made 
an Imago of clay aud wished to give It 
life. 
From the sun he stole a reedful 
of rays, and, hastening hack to his 
statue, he placed the reed under Its 
nostrils, producing a sneeze—a phe­ 
nomenon we may at any tim e produce 
by standing in the sun. 
At this sign 
of life In his creation I*rometheus ojac 
ulated a blessing and a prayer for Its 
preservation, and this response to a 
sneeze hns boon bande*! down through 
all generations. 
Also lu’ the story of th** Khun*m ite 
child restored to life by the prophet 
Elisha do we find the Idea that this 
convulsive effort of nature is the first 
sign of life. 
"Tile child sneezed seven 
times, and the child opened his eyes." 
According to Scottish folklore, a new ­ 
born child Is under the fairy spells un 
til It sneezes. 
Aristotle mentions the 
practice of physicians who, wheu death 
seems n^tr, give medicines to Induce 
sneezing, hoping thereby to arouse the 
falling faculties. 
Aristotle seems to 
have given much attention to omens 
of sneezing, 
He says a sneeze on the 
right hand brings good fortune; on the 
left hand It betoken* ill. 
In th** Odyssey, when l ’euelope calls 
on the nbsent Ulysses to punish wrong: 


T elem aehu* then sneezed aloud. 
Tho sm ilin g quern t he happy om en b less­ 
ed. 
"So m ay th ese im pious fa ll by fate op­ 
p ressed .” 
St. Augustine records th at when the 
ancients arose in the morning if they 
■neesed while putting on their shoes 
they Immediately w ent hack to bed 
again lu order to get up more aus­ 
piciously and so escape misfortunes 
likely to occur during the day. 
If a 
Hindoo sneezes w’hile performing his 
morning ablutions In the Ganges he 
touches his forehead, nose. chin and 
cheeks with the tips of his fingers and 
recommences his prayers from the very 
beginning. 
In illness sneezing is con­ 
sidered a good omen, a sign of return­ 
ing health. 
Howell In lflBO said. “He 
that hath sneezed twice, turn him out 
of the hospital." 
Among the ancients 
lf auy one sneezed directly after din­ 
ner a dish was brought back and tast­ 
ed to avert misfortune. 
The custom of saluting belongs to 
every nation aud clime. 
In Ethiopia 
wheu the king sneezed those about 
him saluted so loudly that they were 
heard and echoed through the whole 
City. 
In 1542 De Soto hail an Inter 
view in Florida with a cacique who 
during 
conversation 
happened 
to 
sneeze. All hts attendants bowed their 
heads, opened and dosed their arm s 
and saluted the prince with “May the 
sun guard you, shine on you, defend 
you, prosper you," and sim ilar phrases. 
An Italian child’s prim er of 1553 says, 
“Being prompt in saluting any one 
who mas* sneeze and returning thanks 
to any who on such an occasion may 
have wished you well." 
An epigram in the Greek anthology 
shows it was custom ary to say “God 
Mess you.” The ancient Koreans said 
“Salve." 
Tile modern Roman of the 
lower class says, “Flgli maschl” (May 
you have male children 1. 
The north 
G erm ans say, "Your good health;” In 
Vienna, "God be with you;" in Ireland 
the peasant says, "God bless your hon­ 
or,” “Long life to your honor." The 
Russian form is "To your good health” 
or "H ow do you do A' English folklore 
is full of rhymes about sneezing on 
certain days. In Devonshire they say: 


Sneeze on Sunday m orning fastin g. 
Y ou'll enjoy your own true love e v erla st­ 
ing.
